The Examiner issued a "Notice of Non-Responsive Reply" to Applicant's election of 
species. Applicant elected species II and amended its claims to include new dependent 
claims, which Examiner objects to. Applicant respectfully submits that its election was fully 
responsive and proper for the following reasons: 

The Examiner required a restriction between two species, namely Species I (claims 
2-10 (credits in the fonn of commissions) and Species II (credits in the form of votes). No 
claims were found generic. Applicant elected Species II with one independent claim, 
namely claim 11, with claims 12-16 depending therefrom. Claim 11 as specified by the 
Examiner clearly reads only on Species II.
